President Truman, in a keynote 
speech Wednesday opening the 
general assembly of the United

Chiefs of the American delega- 
ion, including Warren Austin, 
permanent UNO delegate, and Sen- 
ators Tom Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, and Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg, Republican, Michigan, held 
two strategy and tactics meetings 
Tuesday at their headquarters at 
the Pennsylvania Hotel. Other 
delegations held similar meetings. 

Austin announced that the 
United States would sponsor in the 
assembly a resolution providing for 
a UNO survey of European relief 
needs in view of the prospective 
end of 'INRRA. 

This country will recommend 
that a special committee of ex- 
perts report on the relief problem, 
especially food, by Dec. 31. 

Sec. of State James F. Byrnes, 
who will be the chief American 
member in the assembly, and Van- 
denberg, in their speeches last 
week after they returned from the 
Paris peace conference empha- 
sized the predominance of rela- 
tions with Russia in all world 
problems, as the President is ex- 
pected to do Wednesday.

buy every earthly thing that he uses or consumes, consequently 

rarely if ever saves anything, and finds himself at the last of the 

year the property of the commission merchant—himself the prop- 

erty of the Northern man.”—George W. Bagby in a cotton speech 
in the year 1877. 


I am reminded, as they say, of the countryman who, with a 
sad face, was trudging in toward town of a Saturday afternoon. 
Stopped by a quizzical friend, he said, “I am on my way to town 
to get drunk and Lord, how I dread it.” 


This country is getting drunk on inflation, but keeps right on 
going, saying, “Lord, how I dread the headache that’s coming.” 

No farmer, unless it be the tobacco producer, works as hard as 
the cotton farmer. 


Protection? Because his crop is a vital one, he has been a 

sort of protege of politicians. They have helped 
him and hurt him. They have protected him with special legisla- 
tion, pricing his cotton well above the world price. 

A few months ago when Chester Bowles (remember him”) 
sought to prevent speculation in cotton futures, the cotton poli- 
ticians read him out of the party. It was unfortunate, in a way, 
that it was revealed some of these members of Congress were 
speculating at the time. Nevertheless, they removed the restrictions. 

Now, an attempt is being made by these same gentlemen to 
say that speculation is the cause of the cotton price slump and 
something must be done about the wicked speculators. 


The story of the New Orleans speculator, who couldn't sell his 
400,000 bales at the price he wanted and was “liquidated,” is a 
fascinating story, but it is merely incidental to the drop in cotton 
prices—not the real, or even partial, explanation. 

Cotton is* merely the first commodity market to break in price. 
The others still are heading upward, but it is well to keep in mind 
the childhood chant of children at play pitching bean bags in the 
air—‘What goes up is bound to come down.” 

Cotton was bound to come down because, despite the toil 


Fibers and heartbreak and prayer connected with its growing, 
the world price is below our subsidized price and, more important, 
a growing amount of synthetic fiber continues to be delivered at 
mills at a price below cotton. And the synthetic is a more efficient 
fiber in so far as weaving and waste is concerned. 


Memphis Last week there met in Memphis the committee de 
signed to study the problem of cotton. They turned 
out some sound deductions. 

Chief among them was this one: 

“There seems to be no doubt but that cotton _production of the 
future must be confined to the low-cost production regions.” 

This lacked only complete frankness. 

It should have said to the producer in the hill regions, including 
most of Georgia, much of Alabama, South Carolina, Tennessee and 
North Mississippi, that the flight from cotton was speeding up in 
so far as they were concerned. 

It also means that when the next Congress meets, regardless of 
whether it be Democratic or Republican, the powerful cotton bloc 
will begin introduction of legislation designed not to pay farmers 
in the high-cost areas to quit cotton, but to encourage and enable 
them to take up something else. 

The machine is a lovely and marvelous thing to contemplate. 
And it always wins.. But it also does things to the confidence and 
courage of man. 


Man Hours What the committeg meant was that cotton in the 

future is going to sell for what it’s worth on 
market—and that, unfortunately, and somewhat cruelly, does 
take into consideration the man hours of man, mule and family. 
means the machines, the flame thrower, the acid spray that takes 
off leaves, the machined fields that never know the sweating mules, 
the women and children in sun bonnets, the tired, bent backs of 
the farmer and his sons—-have won.” “Cotton is retreating. to the 
low-cost regions.” There is a lot of heartbreak in that sentence, 
And there will. be more, 

Meanwhile, as the economics of today grind along, the consumer 
will benefit from the blow the cotton farmer is taking. The mills 
will be able to release decontrolled textile goods, shirts, underwear, 
cotton goods generally, to the retail outlets. The price break will 
come to the wholesaler first of all and so the stores will have plenty 
of textiles in 60 days. 

We know all these things. 

But we plod on toward a shakedown in which the poorest and 
least able to sustain a blow will be “shaken down” the hardest.

You would, in all probability, borrow the needed money for the 
additions to the house, arranging a mortgage so you could pay off 
the loan by regular payments over a given period of years. Thus 
the improvements would pay for themselves through the added in- 
come from the board or rent money paid by the newcomers. 

That is a simple situation, and its solution one we can all readily 
understand.

We will do what we can in the way of enlarged facilities now 
and have the money on hand to do the entire job when materials and 
workers are on hand 


We are going to float a bond issue for this purpose, 

October 29 To float a bond issue, as you know, a definite

If you want details as to the use of this bond money, plans for 
paying off the bonds, the urgency of the various needs, and so on, 
any of our leading citizens or county officials. They'll tell you.

He is in second place.in total of- 
fense with 702 yards and second 
in passing with 34 completions in 
67 attempts for 374 yards. Held 
by the strong Tulane defense, he 
slid to 13th in rushing.

Tidwell 
slumps 
To Second 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22—(/)— 
Bobby Layne’s passing arm, an 
important cog in the workings of 
Texas University’s powerful grid 
machine, finally has lifted the 
Longhorn fullback to the position 
of offensive leader among the col- 
lege football players of the na- 
tion. 

Figures released today by the 
National Collegiate Athletic Bu- 
reau show that the most terrifying 
of the Terrible Texans has gained 
a total of 747 yards on 85 plays 
to lead the country in combined 
yardage from both rushing and 
passing. 

Although Layne has picked up 
only 165 yards on the ground, his 
total of 582 yards on 32 com- 
pleted passes in 54 attempts makes 
him tops in that department as 
well as in total yardage and leaves 
him in third place among the pas- 
sers in the number of completions. 

By accounting for 145 yards on 
half a dozen passes, two of them 
for touchdowns, in Saturday’s 20-0 
triumph over Arkansas, Layne re- 
placed Travis Tidwell, of Auburn, 
who had topped the country the 
previous week in rushing, passing 
and total offense, a feat without 
precedent in the history of the sta- 
tistics bureau. 

Tidwell, whose team was 
knocked from the unbeaten class 
by Tulane, 32-0, dropped to sec- 
ond place in total offense with 
702 yards, second in passing with 
34 completions in 67 attempts for 
374 yards and slid to 13th place 
in rushing. Layne was second in 
total offense last week, having 
moved up one notch on each of the 
two previous weeks. 

Two members of the 1945 All- 
America team made big jumps 
this week. Herman Wedemeyer, of 
St. Mary’s, moved from 14th to 
third place in total offense with 
617 yards on 86 plays and Glenn 
Davis, of Army, ounced from ninth 
to fourth on 610 yards in 79 tries.
